Chairman Fortier read the itemized report of expenditures 
for the Fourth Quarter of 1963.

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Commissioner Bergeron recommended that money be appro- 
priated for Workmen’s Compensation in the 1964 budget. Ques- 
tions were asked Commissioner Bergeron by members of the 
Committee pertaining to Workmen’s Compensation. 


Frank Sheridan moved that the expenses of the Fourth 
Quarter be accepted as read. This motion was seconded by 
George Graham and carried. 


George Graham moved that the meeting be adjourned. 
Chairman Fortier seconded the motion and it was carried. The 
meeting adjourned at 12:25 P.M.

The Public Hearing on the proposed Coos County Budget 
for the year 1964 was held at the Lancaster Court House on 
February 15, 1964, at 2:00 P.M. 


The Hearing was called to order by the Chairman of the 
Coos County Delegation, Guy Fortier. 


Present at the Hearing were the following: Commissioners, 
Dr. Dana Lee, Dr. Norman Brungot, Clerk of the Delegation, 
Mary Arsenault. 


Also present were County Agent Dwight Stiles, Clerk of 
Court Robert Rich, Berlin City Manager, Stanley Judkins, 
Berlin City Councilmen, Alcide Saucier, Jack Sullivan. 


Chairman Fortier read the itemized proposed Budget. 


The Budget was explained by Robert Rich as to Superior 
Court items, Judge Harrigan as to a special Probate Judge’s 
contingency fund, and Commissioners Brungot and Lee as to 
other items. 


Questions were asked by Councilman Saucier pertaining to 
the failure to break down County Farm and Hospital figures 
more completely. Commissioner Lee agreed that the present 
system was not specific enough, but said that a new bookkeeping 
system was instituted last Fall, giving a more detailed break- 
down of figures. This system will be ready for next year’s 
Hearing. 


Commissioner Brungot stated that he had received com- 
plaints regarding the security of the County Jail and that to 
have maximum security guards at all times would cost $33,580.00 
as against present $9,500.00. 
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Clerk of Court Rich spoke about the need for more vault 
space at Lancaster Court House and that the cost would be a 
minimum of $10,000.00. 


County Agent Dwight Stiles discussed a proposed study plan 
for the County to cost $42,000.00. Under the ARA Plan, Federal, 
$28,000.00; State, $7,000.00; County, $7,000.00. Berlin City 
Manager opposed this proposal stating that such studies should 
be done by individual communities as Berlin has done, then by 
areas. 


There being no further business to come before the Public 
Hearing; Chairman Guy Fortier declared the Hearing be closed. 
The Hearing closed at 4:30 P.M.

The meet- 
ing was called to order by Chairman Guy Fortier at 11:00 A.M.

Bergeron, Dana Lee, Norman Brungot. Present also as guests, 
Lloyd Fogg and Kenneth Arsenault. 


Clerk of Court, Robert Rich spoke at length on changes in 
the Superior Court Budget. Commissioner Brungot recommended 
we adopt the budget as presented by Mr. Rich. George Keough 
moved that the Superior Court Budget suggested amount $40,- 
750.00 be accepted and the figures be revised as Mr. Rich sug- 
gested. The motion was seconded by Frank Sheridan and was 
earried. An amendment to this motion was made by George 
Keough, that $500.00 be appropriated to the Probate Court. The 
motion was seconded by William Emerson and was carried. 


George Kough moved that all items under the heading of 
General Government be approved as these items were standard 
and the move would save time. The motion was seconded by 
Rebecca Gagnon and was carried. 
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At this time Chairman Fortier dispensed with the reading 
of the budget to allow Lawrence Philbrook to speak. He talked 
at length on RAD, explaining its purpose. He stated that the 
James Soule Co., of Old Town, Maine was chosen to make a 
survey of Coos County. County Agent Dwight Stiles also spoke 
on this subject and the benefits of RAD to Coos County. Mr. 
Philbrook asked for the Delegation to appropriate $7,000.00. It 
was explained that the County would pay $7,000.00, the State 
$7,000.00 and the Federal Government $28,000.00 to pay for this. 
survey. George Keough moved that this $7,000.00 be included 
in the Coos County Extension Service Budget and be earmarked 
for this survey. This motion was seconded by Frank Sheridan 
and was carried. 


Clarence Marshall, Chairman of the Coos County Extension 
Service Council also spoke in favor of this appropriation. 


A letter was read by the Vice-Chairman, George Graham,. 
received from Governor John King in favor of RAD. He also 
read a letter received from the Editor of the Berlin Reporter 
thanking Chairman Fortier for allowing him to print Governor 
King’s letter. Chairman Fortier declared a recess at 12:10 P.M. 
He called the meeting to order again at 1:10 P.M. 


George Keough questioned the increase on the Poor Off 
Farm. Commissioner Brungot stated that it was due to the 
economic condition of the Brown Co., in Berlin. 


George Keough moved that all items under Public Welfare 
be accepted as read. The motion was seconded by Natalie Potter 
and was carried. 


Commissioner Brungot explained in full, items under new 
construction and equipment. William Emerson moved that all 
items under new construction and equipment be accepted as read. 
The motion was seconded by Florence Gould and was carried. 


Commissioner Lee explained to the Delegates the reason for 
the increase in insurance. Commissioner Brungot said that it is 
the opinion of the Commissioners that the item, Workmen’s 
Compensation be removed from the Budget. He stated that this 
compensation would include just a few workers and that it is 
not worthwhile. Frank Sheridan moved that this item be 
stricken from the Budget. The motion was seconded by Edgar 
Roy and William Emerson and was carried. 
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George Keough moved that all of the item of $2,240.00 per- 
taining to Workmen’s Compensation, as recommended by the 
Commissioners, be stricken out. This was seconded by Florence 
Gould and it was carried. 


William Emerson moved that the County Commissioners be 
authorized to raise the amount of $388,772.94 by direct taxation. 
This was seconded by Florence Gould and Edgar Roy. Motion 
carried. 


William Emerson moved that the meeting be adjourned.

Under the heading of Special Probate Judge, it was asked 
that the Commissioners investigate how other counties handle 
this item. 


Commissioner Brungot reported that it had been suggested 
by Commissioner of Health and Welfare, James Barry that the 
board for the care of foster children be raised from $45.00 to 
$80.00 a month. Should this rule be put into force Mr. Brungot 
suggested that the State take over the entire care of foster 
children as the County now has nothing to say about them, only 
has to pay the bills. 


Mrs. Ada Taylor inquired how the Commissioners were 
getting along in collecting bad debts and was advised that 
progress. has been made. 
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Chairman Fortier inquired if the hospital room rates were 
comparable to other hospitals and was informed they were, how- 
ever, the situation will be much improved when the new account- 
ing system has been in operation for one year then the State 
payments will be increased from $6 to $13 or $14. 


Mrs. Taylor moved the expenses for the first quarter as 
reported be accepted and the motion was seconded by Frank 
Sheridan. All were in favor and the motion was carried. 


No further business being in order Romeo Desilets moved 
the meeting adjourn. It was seconded by Rebecca Gagnon and 
all being in favor, the meeting adjourned at 11:45 A.M.

Each item of the budget was discussed thoroughly with the 
Commissioners answering questions put to them. It was noted 
that under the heading of Salaries there was no overdraft. This 
was due to the Medical Referee and we have no control on this 
item. There was approximately 20% overdraft under County 
Farm being partly due to increased wages. It was explained that 
because of the new bookkeeping system some charges are being 
made to the Farm, when in the past they were charged to the 
hospital and other departments; at the Farm. We were advised 
the outstanding bills of the County Hospital have been turned 
over to an attorney for collection for a percentage of monies 
collected. Under the heading of Dependent Children, Dr. Brun- 
got suggested that teeth be put into the law to make parents 
pay their children’s expenses. Social Security and Retirement 
will have an overdraft. 
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It appeared that there would be an overdraft on the budget 
and after much discussion it was suggested to the Commissioners 
that they hold up on specials in order to stay within the budget 
total. Mrs. Taylor moved we accept the budget as read, seconded 
by Mrs. Gagnon and the motion carried. 


Mr. Bouchard moved the meeting be adjourned, seconded by 
Mrs. Potter. The motion was carried.

Stinson were unable to attend. County Commissioners Rene 
Bergeron, Dana Lee and Norman Brungot were also in atten- 
dance. County Treasurer, Arthur Sullivan was with us for the 
meeting. 


The budget was discussed item by item. Commissioner Brun- 
got suggested that in the future various departments submit 
their budget requests with a written explanation of needs to the 
Commissioners, first, and if their requests are not granted that 
they may appear at the public meeting. 


Chairman Fortier made a trip to Concord to see if it would 
be possible for Coos County to be allowed until after the first of 
the year before it is billed for its share in the State Planning 
Project. He received a letter from Mary Louise Hancock, Direc- 
tor of the Project, stating that it was acceptable and payment 
will not have to be made until after January 1, 1965. 


As there will be an overdraft of the total budget, a public 
hearing will have to be called and notices placed in newspapers. 


It was moved by Frank Sheridan, seconded by Rebecca 
Gagnon, that a hearing be held in Lancaster, Saturday, Novem- 
ber 21, 1964 at 2:00 P.M., in the Court House and that the 
Finance Committee be in attendance, because a finance meeting 
will be held immediately afterwards. The motion was carried. 


Frank Sheridan stated that Chairman Fortier had made a 
trip to Concord for the County and moved that he be reimbursed 
for his mileage, both ways and his lunch. Seconded by Arthur 
Bouchard and the motion carried. 
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Arthur Bouchard moved the budget be accepted as read. It 
was seconded by Ada Taylor and the motion carried. 


County Treasurer Arthur Sullivan presented his report, 
copy of which is attached to these minutes. He presented a 
resolution requesting permission to borrow not over the sum of 
$50,000.00 in order to meet county expenses. In anticipation of 
1964 taxes, Frank Sheridan moved the Resolution be approved, 
seconded by Ada Taylor and the motion was unanimously 
carried. 


Mrs. Taylor spoke briefly on the inmates at the County 
Farm and how back bills were being collected. Over $3,000.00 
has been realized since the backlog was placed in the hands of 
Mr. Walsh for collection. The amount will be doubled when all 
are taken care of. 


No further business being presented for the consideration 
of the Committee, Frank Sheridan moved the meeting adjourn. 
Seconded by Arthur Bouchard and the motion carried.

A public hearing regarding an overdraft in the county 
budget was held in the court house, Lancaster, November 21, 
1964. The meeting was called to order by Chairman of the 
County Delegation Guy Fortier. Mr. Fortier explained that it is 
required by law to have a public hearing when an overdraft 
occurs. 


Carlton McKay, Chairman of the Board of Selectmen of 
Gorham, inquired how long it has been known that there would 
be an overdraft. Mr. Fortier advised him the Finance Committee 
knew on October 25th. Mr. McKay also stated that he had 
requested that local government be notified what hearings were 
about and that they receive information about them prior to the 
meeting's. 


Stanley Judkins, Berlin City Manager, inquired what the 
overdraft would include. County Commissioner Rene Bergeron 
replied that there would be $1,000 for the county jail, $4,000 for 
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the county hospital and $28,000 for the county farm. Commis- 
sioner Dana Lee explained the county farm increase was due 
largely to a wage hike which was not provided for. 


Commissioner Bergeron stated that the reimbursements 
were underestimated and that the amount would be approxi- 
mately $200,000 and enough to see the budget through but that 
the Commissioners needed public approval in order to apply it 
where needed. Mr. McKay inquired if this was enough to take 
care of the county needs. Commissioner Lee assured him it would. 
Mr. McKay asked if the towns and cities would have to pay more 
and Commissioner Bergeron answered no. 


As there were no further questions, the meeting was 
declared closed by Chairman Fortier.

A meeting of the Finance Committee was called immediately 
after the public hearing at the Lancaster court house, November 
21, 1964 at 2:20 P.M. 


Chairman Guy Fortier explained that $7,000 would be 
appropriated in next year’s budget for the State Planning 
Project. He then introduced Mr. Sam Hoit, head of the Extension 
Department in the state. 


Mr. Hoit explained that a State Council, consisting of two 
people from each county, had been discussing the matter of area 
county agents instead of assistant county agents. Before such a 
move can be made, legislation will be necessary. Mrs. Mildred 
Palmer of Plaistow suggested the matter be discussed with the 
Finance Committees throughout the state. Mr. Hoit explained 
these area agents would be specialists in their fields; there would 
be three men for dairying, one for poultry, and one in horti- 
culture. It would mean an overall increase of $19,000 in the 
budget. Of this amount $14,000 would be returned to the counties 
where the agents are located. Coos County would not lose any 
money under the arrangement. State and federal funds will be 
used instead of county funds which means an overall state 
increase of $5,000. Mr. Hoit in response to a question, assured 


us the plan would be administered by the University of New 
Hampshire. Five counties have assistants, five do not, so the 
agent’s time will be divided. 
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The present appropriation is $92,400 of which $2,200 is 
allocated for each of the 42 agents. Of the 42 agents, 37 will 
remain the same and six will advance from $2,200 to $6,000 or 
$19,000 making the total appropriation $111,400. 


Commissioner Bergeron then suggested that the commis- 
sioners be authorized to spend certain sums of money in excess 
of the 1964 county budget as appropriated by the County delega- 
tion on March 30, 1964. Ada Taylor moved that the commis- 
sioners be so authorized to spend certain sums of money in 
excess of the 1964 county budget as approved by the County 
Delegation March 30, 1964, but not to exceed $50,000. Mr. 
Sheridan seconded the motion and it was carried. No further 
business to be presented for consideration, Mr. Sheridan moved 
the meeting be adjourned, seconded by Mrs. Tayler and the 
motion carried.

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Report of County Commissioners 


To the Citizens of Coos County: 


At the close of the first year of operation under a new 
bookkeeping system, installed by Blue Cross, we are able to 
submit a financial report which gives a more accurate picture 
of the operations in the several departments of the County 
Institution at Stewartstown. 


The cost of operation of the Hospital and Alms House has 
exceeded our estimates for 1964. This is largely accounted for 
by the large increase in patients and surgical cases, which means 
an increase in operating costs. This is compensated for by a 
large increase in income from the hospital. The formation of 
the Upper Connecticut Valley Hospital Association will bring 
benefits to the hospital through support in taxes in the towns of 
Northern Coos County and Northern Vermont. 


The amount spent for Poor Off Farm and Old Age Assis- 
tance has exceeded the budget estimates, but these are items 
over which it is impossible to be accurate since they vary con- 
siderably from year to year. 


There is definite need for more vault space for the Register 
of Deeds and Clerk of Court at the Lancaster Court House. 


We are grateful for the excellent cooperation from all the 
County personnel, the Finance Committee, and the County 
Delegation.

ACCOUNTS OF COMMISSIONERS AND TREASURER 


An examination was made of a substantial number of 
orders issued by the Commissioners and Clerk of the Superior 
Court during the fiscal years of 1962 and 1963, as well as 
supporting invoices and payrolls. The classification of expendi- 
tures was noted. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance as of December 
31, 1962 and December 31, 1963, is shown in Exhibits F and O, 
respectively. 


CLERK OF THE SUPERIOR COURT 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of the 
Superior Court of Coos County were examined. Court receipts 
were checked by source, insofar as possible, and found to be 
properly recorded. Court orders issued by the Clerk were sup- 
ported by invoices, vouchers and payrolls bearing the approval 
of a Superior Court Justice. 


COUNTY FARM AND HOSPITAL 


The accounts and records of the Superintendent of the 
County Farm and County Hospital were examined. Receipts of 
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the Farm from the sale of milk and cream, wood, livestock and 
produce, and from boarders were checked by source through the 
triplicate receipt forms. All receipts of the Farm and Hospital, 
as recorded in the cash book, were properly accounted for by 
the Superintendent through deposits in the bank to the credit 
of the County Treasurer’s accounts. 


Classified statements of receipts and expenditures of the 
County Institutions for the years 1962 and 1963 are presented in 
Exhibits G and P, respectively. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


Overdraft of Appropriations and Application of 
RSA Chap. 24, Sec. 15: 


As indicated by Exhibit L, Comparative Statement of Appro- 
priations and Expenditures, in the fiscal year ended December 
31, 1963, there was a net overdraft of appropriations amounting 
to $11,630.79. In other words, expenditures exceeded budgetary 
appropriations by this amount as indicated herewith.

It may be stated that included in the net overdraft of 
$11,630.79, was an overdraft of $4,582.27 in the Superior Court 
account, which would reduce the overdraft of appropriations 
over which the County Commissioners exercise control to 
$7,048.52. 


The records indicate that at a meeting of the Finance 
Committee of the Coos County Delegation held at West Stewarts- 
town on October 19, 1968, an emergency expenditure of $2,500.00 
for heating system repairs at the County home and jail was 
authorized. This left a balance of $4,548.52 of expenditures in 
excess of budgetary appropriations which were not authorized 
by the Finance Committee. 


When an emergency arises whereby it becomes necessary 
for the County Commissioners to make expenditures in excess of 
budgetary appropriations, the procedure as set forth in Chapter 
24, Section 15, of the R.S.A., as amended by Chapter 142 of the 
Laws of 1961, should be explicitly followed. This section provides 
as follows: 
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“24:15. Exxceeding Appropriations. No county 
commissioner shall pay, or agree to pay, or incur any 
liability for the payment of, any sum of money for 
which the county convention has made no appropriation, 
or in excess of any appropriation so made except for 
the payment of judgments rendered against the county. 
In the case of an emergency, however, county commis- 
sioners may apply to the executive committee, which, 
after a public hearing, may grant to the county com- 
missioners authority in writing to make such emer- 
gency payment. Unless otherwise ordered by the county 
convention under the provisions of section 14, whenever 
it appears that the amount appropriated for a specific 
purpose will not be used in whole or in part for such 
purpose, the county commissioners may use such sum 
to augment other appropriations, if necessary, provided 
the total payments for all purposes do not exceed the 
total sum of appropriations in any year made by the 
county convention.” 


Accounts Receivable: 

As part of the audit, verification notices were mailed from 
this office to 500 persons whose accounts appeared to be unpaid 
according to the records of the County Hospital. 

Conclusion: 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 184 of the 
Laws of 1955, a copy of this report or a summary of its findings 
and recommendations (letter of transmittal) should be published 
in the next annual report of the County. This letter of trans- 
mittal should be included in its entirety, but the publication of 
Exhibits is optional.

To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners 
and the citizens of Coos County: 


It has been an active and rewarding year at the Coos County 
Institution. There were 854 hospital admissions with 7807 patient 
days, 20 nursing home patients with 3642 patient days, 72 rest 
home patients with 14,391 days, 61 jail admissions with 1186 
days, 39 house of correction admissions with 2633 days. There 
were 142 births, 222 operations, 2155 outpatient visits, 755 x-ray 
exams, 2439 laboratory tests, 50 transfusions and 98 electro- 
cardiographs. 


First steps have been taken to form an organization, The 
Upper Connecticut Valley Hospital Association, to help the 
hospital both financially and otherwise. We hope that all the 
towns who are directly benefited by this hospital will join this 
association. 


Two rooms were furnished this year, one by the Beecher 
Falls Factory and one by Ernest H. Frost of Cranston, R. I. in 
memory of Maybeil Frost. Donations were received in memory 
of Fred Norris of Colebrook to purchase hospital equipment.
